The town owes its importance 
as a coaling station to the rich coa 
mines at Takashima and other sur 
rounding districts, and lighters bring 
the coal alongside of the steamers. 

Men and women stand shoulder te 
shoulder on barrels, baskets, 
or anything that will give them a foot 
hold, and fill a long line of baskets 
each containing about two buckets of 
coal. These are passed to the plat 
forms hung on the side of the ship 
on each of which a young girl stands 
Sometimes there are five or 
of platforms on either 
steamer. These huge basketfuls of 
coal are passed to one girl, who in 
turn swings it up to the one above 
her, and so on along the line, with 
the swiftness and regularity of ma 
chinery. 

As the girl at the top empties the

movements catches a full one. Above 
on the deck, sit the talliers, one for 
each line, and as every seventh basket 
js emptied the girl calls out “Oi,” and 
he places a mark on a sheet.
